premier of the State Council, 
vice-chairman of the Military 
Affairs Commission and chief 
of staff," the posters read. They 
appeared to have official approval 
and no attempt was made to pull 
them down. 

A spokesman at the Foreign 
Ministry said that he had “no 
comment.” 

A young man at the piace 
where the posters were put up 
was asked whether the news was 
official In English, he said: 
“This is very good news. We 
had been expecting it for a long 
time.” 

In the past week there have 
been signs that Mr. Teng was 
abouf to return from the political 
wilderness and indications of a 
top-level gathering of the Chinese 
leadership—possibly a meeting of 
the full Central Committee.

Vietnam, Laos Formally Link Goals

BANGKOK, July 19 (NYT).— 
Vietnam and Laos have conclud- 
ed a series of sweeping military 
and economic agreements that 
tie the future development of 
Laos even more closely to the 
future of Vietnam. 

The. 25-year pacts were signed 
yesterday at the eonclusion of a 
four-day visit to Laos by the 
fughest~ranking delegation to 
leave Vietnam to date and head- 
ed by Vietmam’s Communist 
party secrtiary-general, Le Duan, 
2nd Premier Pham Van Dong. 

The first details of the agree- 
ments were disclosed today by 
the news agencies of the two 
countries, They imchxie new fi- 
nancial aid and loans from Viet- 
nem for Laos, 2 detailed border 
pact with military provisions, and 
agreements on common ap- 
proaches to a range of foreign 
policy and domestic issues. 

“The two sides affirm the spe- 
cia] relationship between the peo- 
ple of Vietnam and the people of 
Laos,” the joint statement re- 
ported. 

The two key areas of agree- 


ment seemed to he in the 
economic and military fields. The 
Communist Patnet Lao relied on 
Vietnamese funding as well as 
food and military assistance to 
continue its fight during the 
war. Since the end of the war, 
Vietnam has provided increas- 
ing quantities of such aid. 

Now. Laos will have to begin 
repaying these funds. The state- 
ment discloses that the economic 
agreement provides for “non- 
refundable” aid and loans with 
8 three-year grace period (next 
year through 1980:. The terms of 
the loans and their amount were 
not indicated. 

There was 8, variety of other 
areas of economic assistance 
pledged by Laos — agriculture, 
forestry, industry, communica- 
tions, transport, science. culture 
and trade, but no details were 
giren. 

Vietnam agreed to permit the 
use of Danang in southern Viet- 
nam as a duty-free port for soods 
bound for landlocked Laos. West- 
ern intelligence reports have dis- 
closed extensive work on con- 
struction of 2 road link from that 
area to the Laotian road network 
that terminates in Vientiane. 


The border and military agree- 
ments provide that Vietnam and 
Laos “affirm their determination 
tn build the Vietnam-Laos border 
into a lasting friendship and 
fraternal border between the two 
countries." 


Otber hints in the communiqus 
and speeches by Sir. Dilan and 
his Laotian counterpart, Kaysonr 
Phomvihan, lead Western ana- 
lysts im Bangkok to believe thet 
the two governments have formal- 
ly ratified the presence in Laoz 
of 40.000 or more Vietnamese 
troops, Most of whom are sta- 
tioned along the border. 


The communiqués ratitied what 
had been an informal agreement 
to support common positions con- 
cerning improving relations with 
the United States, condemning 
the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations as a “military 
pact” and supporting insurzencies 
from Angola through Thailand. 


Vietnam and Laos agreed that 
normal relations could be estab- 
lished with the United Siatea 
only after agreement by the Units 
ed States to supply reconstruc.

Pact Is Set to End Battles in South Lehanon: 


BEIRUT, July 19 ‘UPT:.—Pales-

fusing the Arab world's hottest 
flashpoint,

Kissinger Reported Unaware 
Of 16 Neutron Bomb Plans

WASHINGTON, July 10 (WP). 
Former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger was not aware 
οἵ the ‘Ford administration's 
decision last November to produce 
a new generation of neutron 
weapons for use by NATO forces, 
to informed sources.

Musical Manuscripts 


Go on Fiew in Berlin 

BERLIN, July 19 «Reuters!.— 
Six manuscripts of major works 
by Bach, Beethoven end Mozart 
went on public show for the first

Met Tells Unions 
That Its Season 
May Be Canceled 


NEW YORK, July 19 (APi.~ 
The management ef the Metro- 
Bolitan Opera has told unions 
that the coming season ἘΠῚ be 
canceled unless contract agree- 
ments are reached by Sept. 9, 5 
month before the scheduled 
opening. 

One union leader, Philip Sipser, 
said that the Met was pushing 
the panic button. Another. Philip 
Steinman, blamed the opera for 
slowness in reaching agreements. 

Anthony Bliss, the Met execu~ 
tive director, sald planning for 
the season will continue only up 
to Sept. 8. at a cost of 532 mu- 
lion. He said the tota] reserve of 
the opera now was §5 million 
after raising $12.5 million to meet 
last season's deficit, 

The scheduled opening is Oct. 
10, With a production of “Boris 
Godunov.” 

Mr. Sipser. who negotiates for 
Local 802 of the American Feder- 
ation of Musicians, which rep 
resents the Met's orchestra, said 
he agreed with Mr. Bliss that so 
far the parties are far apart. 

The unions do not think a 4 
per cent wage hike offered by the 
opera is sufficient. Other dif- 
ferences revolve around guaran- 
teed work weeks and numbers of 
performances.
